Instead, it concerned my request to receive a complete copy of 
their file on LHO which I requested under FOIA and they said 
that I might expect to have their answer within ten. working 
days. The documents I want have to be there, there are just no 
two ways about it and if they are not, well what's new? 

I have been away from the crppto stuff for a while and all that I 
know about has been published, the LHO notebook, Shaws notebook 
and even the SF source telephone number code ( in Edowes book ) .
